W ith the suspensiou of the Bank of 
California began to be felt on the Pa­ 
cific coast a money tightness under 
which the Eastern side of the conti­ 
nent had been strugcling for some 
years. 
The cry of “hard times" had 
become monotonous in the East long 
before we realized money was not as 
abundant as of yore. Nor has this cry 
entirely ceased “over there,” as the 
following extract from an article iu a 
late number of the Bulletin fully dem­ 
onstrates. “These are ‘hard times’ 
the world over. 
it is the complaint 
with which the United States have 
been suffering for .over three years. 
There are symptoms of alike disease 
in England. There is a similar pinch­ 
ing felt in Germany and France. 
There are no bright industrial skies 
anywhere, except it boon the Pacific 
coast. The Pall Mart Gazette takes 
as gloomy a view at times as the New 
York Tribune. The genervl inquiry 
just now is as to what causes it all? 
Quite a numberof explanations might 
be furnished. For instance, our peo­ 
ple are ground down with taxation. 
They are not able to purchase as free­ 
ly of foreign commodities as formerly. 
The statistics of the Custom House 
establish that fact very clearly. Rail­ 
road buildiug has also almost ceased, 
and there is little or no demand for 
English iron or English money. This 
condition of things no doubt reacts 
very seusibly ou our foreign connec­ 
tions, especially England. We are 
not buying as many of her fabrics as 
we used. 
There is, therefore, only a 
reduced sale for her productions. We 
are not also eagerly competing for her 
surplus cash, therefore it lies Idle." 
But we feel the tigbteniug of the finan­ 
cial check-rein later, and free our­ 
selves from its influence sooner than 
our friends over the mountains. 
Iu 
San Francisco there is a loosening of 
the purse strings, and money is, if not 
as easy as formerly, at least much 
easier thau a few mouths ago. In our 
own locality we are recuperating rap­ 
idly. The stress brought on by the 
suspension of the Bank of California 
was increased almost to a panic by 
tbe failure of one of our local bank­ 
ing institutions, and for some weeks 
money could not be had at any price. 
But within tbe last two months there 
has been a very gratifying improve­ 
ment. 
Our banks are 
to-day 
filled to overflowing with mon­ 
ey, and ’ the amount and num­ 
ber of 
depositors 
are 
steadily 
increasing. 
Tbe surplus of funds 
is so great that our commercial banks 
are departing from their usual cus­ 
toms and loaning large sums on mort­ 
gages. The county Recorder’s books 
show that from the 1st of May up to 
date our bauks have loaned the follow­ 
ing amounts ou mortgages:

and we are informed that loans made 
by private parties within tbe period 
named are also quite large. All this 
indicates an abundance of money and 
an early resumption of good times.

Black Roses. 


The Stockton Independent of June 
8th says: C. G. Earnest, of this city, 
has for a number of years experiment­ 
ed in the production of variously col­ 
ored roses and succeeded in growing 
some almost a9 black as ink. His plan 
was to engraft a slip of dark red rose 
into an oak tr>-e, where they grew, 
flourished and blossomed, the dark 
sap of the oak effectually coloring the 
roses black. He did not succeed, how­ 
ever, in transferring the slips so treat­ 
ed to the ground, for they invariably 
died in the attempt. Slips of roses en­ 
grafted into locust trees lived for two 
years, bearing brown roses. 
The ex­ 
periment successfully carried out 
would be of great botanical interest in 
revealing tbe materials and process 
which nature pursues in coloring her 
flowers.
